The images were slow moving, 
going probably IOO to 130 miles 
an hour. And they were flying in 
the vicinity of nearby Andrews 
Air Force Base.

TOMORROW S FIN ANCIERS 
THERE WAS A TIME when the college 
athlete turned securities salesman was an 
almost stock—no pun intended—figure on 
the social and financial scene. That era 
came to an end about the time of the 1929 
stock market crash. From then until the 
end of World War II, investment brokerage 
had limited appeal for younger men. 
That is on the word of a veteran West 
Coast investment broker, who thinks that 
men now in their twenties and thirties, who 
are in the securities business, are “fortu­ 
nate.” These young men will assume lead­ 
ership responsibilities in their field IO to 15 
years earlier than men of the same age in 
other businesses, the West Coast expert in­ 
sists. 
It is an interesting conclusion. How per­ 
suasive it will prove to prospective recruits 
remains to be demonstrated. The securities 
business, if it is not being glamorized, is 
being popularized. The New York Stock Ex­ 
change once demanded that visitors obtain 
a pass to witness trading operations. Now 
“red tape” is being abolished. 
Visitors are invited to walk r i g h t in. 
There are even beautiful receptionists to 
show visitors around. “We live rn a glass 
house at the New York Stock Exchange,’’ 
this invitation reads. 
This change in attitude was b r o u g h t 
about, in part, by legislation of the last two 
decades, to a better appreciation of the 
importance of public relations and to more 
intelligent management. Trading in secur­ 
ities still has its esoteric aspects. The fewer 
these are, the better it will be for the repute 
of the Stock Exchange.

According to one of his enthusiastic fol­ 
lowers, Winston Churchill has never been 
wrong. According to many of his less than 
enthusiastic followers, Harry Truman has 
never been right. 


Prior to becoming kingmaker at t h e Re­ 
publican Convention, Thomas E. Dewey 
took a hurried trip to Asia, thus becoming 
an authority on the subject and writing a 
book. Nearly every casual visitor to Asia 
writes a book. Tom Dewey’s “Journey to 
the Far Pacific” has value because he 
brings to the subject the shrewdness of a 
politician wrho has managed very well for 
himself, except that he was twice defeated 
for President. 
It must be recalled that b e f o r e Tom 
Dewey became a gangbuster and politi­ 
cian, he was a musician, a baritone. Had 
he pursued a cultural career rather than 
one of raking over the muck of human de­ 
pravity, he might have been a great artist 
and a lovable person. As it is. he remains 
everlastingly the prosecutor. Yet, when he 
was in Japan, he caught the essential fact 
of American propaganda in Asia as well as 
in Europe, which is that those peoples are 
more interested in human culture than in 
automobiles and washing machines. He 
says: 
“The cultural bars betw een America and 
Asia are as numerous as the business bars. 
The Soviet Union not only suffers none of 
the handicaps under which we struggle in 
a business way, they have also outstripped 
us overwhelmingly in their cultural pene­ 
tration into the free world. 
Traveling Soviet b a l l e t s , orchestras, 
singers, and artists, as well as every form 
of Soviet literature, are turning up all over 
the world in huge quantities. Much of the 
music and art is entirely unaccompanied 
by propaganda but it is plainly the most 
powerful propaganda of all. For us to com­ 
pete with the Soviet in cultural propaganda 
would probably cost billions; but as I noted 
the total absence of any sign of American 
culture in the Pacific it seemed to me that 
our defeat in the struggle for the minds of 
people in this one area alone was so deci­ 
sive as to require a complete overhauling 
of our attitude and approach. 
“Of course an occasional baseball team 
or boxer makes a triumphant tour of Japan 
for profit and does some good; American 
movies and magazines circulate in the Pa­ 
cific. But more often than not they deal i 
with the ugliest aspect of American life, I 
frequently exaggerating our defects for 
purposes of sensationalism or entertain­ 
ment.” 
Th is is absolutely true and has been miss­ 
ed by the Voice of America and all the oth­ 
er propaganda agencies designed to make 
Asiatics and Europeans love America. Na­ 
tions are not bought by money, as we are 
beginning to learn after spending close to 
$100 billion trying to prove that they can 
get cash and credit from the United States 
almost on request and never to be return­ 
ed. We even gave Soviet Russia $11 billion 
and bought ourselves an enemy.

“m oon’* face, mild diabetes, and 
mental changes. Therefore, they 
should be used w ith strict caution 
and only as directed by a physi­ 
cian, of course.

ii uri us drugs to help arthritis 
ha> leu to the substance known 
as V nip. and F. When a group of 
Afft n patients suffering from 
rheumatoid arthritis was treated 
with this compound, the result! 
were prompt and striking in each 
case. 
Compound F, It was found, 
makes the arthritis symptoms 
less severe, and patients respond 
H en more rapidly than with cor- 
I ii 
ne. Smaller am ounts of Hie 
new drug gave better results. 
There are few complications, lf 
any, with Compound F. However, 
it Is still in the experim ental 
stages and has not yet been re- 
lea.ed to phyticlans for general 
use.
